REPORT OF TECHNICAL DIRECTOR 


The work party scheduled for the troubleshooting of the 146.82/22 
repeater and link waa postponed because of the hurricane. It took 
place on November 2 at the Laboratary of Rllg2, Bill Wade. Present 
were RAIAL, NIBBT, KIGOI, Kl1Jz, and WALQMI, The receiver yielded an 
etch failure, a bad IF can, some poor salder connections, and a bad 
power transistor which ia on order. 


The finals were replaced on 22/82 with Kitgz at the helm. His helpers 
were KAIAL, WLEXF, WALOMI, and WiMWF, 
The 220 MHZ repeater at Quincy is being aligned and repaired by Gary, 
WALQHI. The receiver proved to be very sensitive and only needed minor 
alignment. A veplacement final for the transmitter ia naw on order. 


Gary, NIBAI, has the new Magiore receiver for the Arlington link, He 
will prepare it for proper operation. 
The 450 MHZ transmitter at Marlbora is not adequate for the environment 
and should be seplaced. This unit is only two years old and would be 
perfect far a link transmitter, 


The game plan is to keep our repeaters in top shape and perform 
rotatianal replacement as required. Our technical people are 
implementing this plan and, as you can ‘see, they are not dedicated to 
any one repeater, At long last we have an MHRA technical group which 
ig interested in the overall Operation ef our seven repeaters, in 
addition ta the excellent technical persons and trustees for each 
repeater. : J
